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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant state the instant claims are directed to a 
method of transmitting radiation through a structure. Applicant argues Bowen teaches Raman scattering spectroscopy which cannot be 
read on the instant claims. The Office maintains the instant langauge of "transmitting" is sufficiently broad that it can be properly read on 
Bowen who teaches transmitting light into the structure and observing the scattered light. Applicant states Bowen does not teach 
correlation to the change in the intensity of surface plasmon to the binding of an analyte to the surface. The Office maintians Bowen 
teaches in column 6 lines 55-65 algorithems that quantify the amount of analyte and is indistinguishable from the instant claims. Applicant 
states that column 8 lines 34-41 fail to teach measurment of SPR. The Office notes the selection from column 8 Raman signals which the 
Office has read as the spectra. 
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
